‘ Silver Nitratc Is-a Useful Drug,

AMONG the many very valuable, but sometimes a little dan-

we depend is nitrate of silver. 


‘A mere list of the things for which silver nitrate is effective 
would fill a page. Among the specific cases in which it is usu- 
ally indicated are found the acute attacks of tonsilitis and

Chronic silver poisoning fre- 
quently follows the local applica- 
tion. of silver nitrate over a pro- 
longed period. The poisoning con- 
sists of a discoloration of the eye 
lids, conjunctiva, and cornea of 
the eye. The first indications of 
poisoning are the appearance of a 
slate-colored line along the gums 
and some swelling and inflamma- 

» tion there. 


Becoine Slate Color 


Later grayish spots appear on 
the skin and mucous membranes 
-of the mouth and spread over the 
entire body, until all the skin be- 
comes a peculiar grayish slate 
color, and may get quite dark. 
This discoloration is especially 
prominent in the face, but it is 
Present in all the tissues of the 
body. 

The coloring of the skin does 
not appear for a considerable time 
after beginning of the poisoning, 
but once started it continues. to 
increase and become more pro- 
nounced. The color is very pecu- 
liar, being a slate gray that at- 
tracts attention and seems to in- 
crease and‘ decrease under the 
Same. circumstances as blushing 
and redness due to anger and 
emotion. e€ 


It seems at first to cause little 


deleterious effect in the general 


health, but surely plays havoc 
with the patient’s good looks. If 
it is necessary to use nitrate of 
Silver locally over a prolonged 
period, the addition of sweet 
spirits of nitre to the solution is 
helpiul in preventing absorption, 
but even then, the treatment 
should be stopped at the end of 
two or three weeks and not re- 
sumed for a week and by the end 
of: three months, should be dis- 
continued for at least a month. 

During the rest periods, saline 
laxatives, diuretics and baths 
should be used to carry away the 
accumulated silver. Iodide of pot- 
ash, 10 grains in water with meals, 
three times a day, may produce a 
change in the color of the skin, 
but, as a general rule the color of 
the skin never returns to normal 
and may become darker. 


Has Caustic Properties 


The fact that nitrate of silver 
does sometimes cause regrettable 
damage to human tissues lies in 
its caustic properties. It is elim- 
inated very slowly by the system, 
and in consequence is deposited in 
the tissues. When the saturation 
point is reached, argyria, or 
chronic silver poisoning is the re- 
sult. 
Now, the caustic property of the 
nitrate is the very one we need 
when we use it for hastening the 
sloughing off of dead tissues, as in 
ulcers. It is both astringent and 
stimulating, so we paint acutely 
inflamed surfaces with a solution 
of it when the patient has nasal 
or throat inflammations. We put 
a strong solution around the base 
of a boil to abort it and we are 
able to eliminate warts by tor- 
menting them with this same ni- 
trate. 

But, beware of this otherwise 
friendly drug if the case has de- 
veloped some thin and_ tender 
surfaces or too many fresh ulcers. 
The same caustic qualities will do 
more harm than good. 

In any case, treatment by silver 
nitrate should always allow tor 
periods of rest so that the system 
has opportunity to throw off the 
absorbed metal. If the deposits 
are retained the darkened color, 
or pigmentation of the skin, is due 
to oxidation. a

Dr. Hill Welds the 
2 Young Idea ra

HE old contention that envi- 

ronment counts more than 
anything in the upbringing of the 
young receives confirmation in the 
success of the Hilltop School in 
Bronx County, N. Y. This school 
has had the effect of reducing pet- 
ty crime in its neighborhood, and 
is also credited with starting many 
children on the right path, where 
they might otherwise easily have 
strayed from the straight and 
narrow. 

The person who should receive 
the honors for this achievement is 
Dr. Patty Smith Hill, who, in her 
long carcer, has been a teacher for 
fifty years and was a professor 
emeritus at Teachers’ College, Co- 
lumbia University, when she re- 
tired in 1934. 


“Retired,” in Dr. Hills’ case, is 
technically correct, but actually 
she has worked harder than ever 
since she left Columbia. With 
funds gathered from the works di- 
vision of the Department of Public 
Welfare, the New York Founda- 
tion, the Jewish Theological Sem- 
inary, and other sources she set 
out to do something about the 
problem children of our big cities. 
who are raised in bleak streets 
and bleaker tenements. Her theory 
was — and still is—that if these 
boys and girls are headed in the 
right direction by being surround- 
ed with the better things of life 
they will respond and become use- 
ful, rather than hindering, citi- 
zens. 

The school was forthwith estab- 
lished and the young children 


’ have since been acquiring the ben- 


efits of decent clothes, nourishing 
food, and recreation of the right 
sort. The school also acts as a 
community center for the neigh- 
borhood, with the parents co- 
operating. 

Dr. Hill comes from Louisville. 
Kentucky, originally and was edu- 
cated there at the Collegiate Insti- 
tute. One of her sidelines is writ- 
ing kindergarten ditties with her 
sister, Mildred J. Hill. This took 
an unusual slant a couple of years 
ago when ‘As Thousands Cheer,” 
the musical comedy, was current 
and very successful at the box of- 
fice. Publishers sued the produc- 
ers of the show, alleging the copy- 
right of Dr. Hill’s song, “Good 
Morning to All,” had been in- 
fringed upon. Thus does education 
get mixed up with show business.

Evening Meal 


i Needs Merely 


Three Dishes

& HAVE come to think of 

“dinner” as a substantial even- 
ing meal, served between six-thirty 
and seven-thirty, but there are 
many homes where dinner is still 
served at noon with a light supper 
in the evening. This plan has 
several advantages, especially in 
homes where there are small chil- 
dren. 

A simplified, nutritious evening 
meal leaves your afternoons free 
for recreation or other activities, 
and a few well-balanced dishes 
save work. The menus for these 
evening meals need consist only of 
three dishes, plus bread of some 
kind and a hot or cold beverage. 

Have one main dish. It may he 
a salad of a substantial nature 
accompanied by hot bead, a 
hearty soup, or “ven :2e desert. 
A good cakc, fruity ginae--read, 
or a dessert combining mity and 
eggs might call for a lazge, but 
simple, salad with toasted rclls or 
dainiy sandwiches. A hearty soup 
is good with a fruit salad and re- 
frizerator cake or small pumpkin 
tarticts. A vegetable plete with 
spicy apple gingerbread and coffee 
is a complcte meal, and once you 
have tr‘ed it you will admit that, 
it is a dclicious one. 

Here are some dishes that are 
especially satisfying for these 
simplified sugper menus.

Bean Soup 


Wash 1!% cups red kidney beans 
or thé small white navy beans. 
Soak overnight or several hours 
in cold water, then cook slowly 
with a ham hock and a clove of 
garlic until the beans begin to get 
soft. Add salt to taste and con- 
tinue cooking until very tender. 
Press the beans through a seive to 
make a medium thick puree. Slice 
and skin frankfurters and add to 
the puree. Heat thoroughly and 
serve. 

Asparagus-Poached Eggs 

Put freshly cooked or canned 
asparagus on a heat resisting 
Platter. Cover the tips with grated 
cheese and a few drops lemon 
juice. Sprinkle lightly with salt 
and pepper, dot with butter and 
bake in a hot oven until the cheese 
begins to melt. Top with poached 
eggs and serve immediately. 


Baked Pears 


Roll cornflakes fine. Drain 
halves of canned pears from their 
syrup and roll in the crumbs. Ar- 
range in a buttered baking dish, 
pour in a little of the syrup and 
fill the centers of the pears with 
a tart jelly. Bake until the crumbs 
are delicately browned and the 
pears hot through. Serve with 
jelly sauce, and be sure it’s tart. 
Cranberry or currant jelly is espe- 
cially good. 


Corned Beef-Noodles 


Add cooked, drained noodles to 
a rich white sauce to which 
enough prepared mustard and 
grated cheese have been added to 
vive a good flavor. Cut hot corned 
beef in very thin stices. Spread 
half with the noodles and top 
with other thin slices of corned 
beef, sandwich fashion. Serve on 
a plate with a garnish of water- 
cress and radishes. Crisp buttered 
rolls, coffee and a fruit dessert 
complete the menu.
